CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—The death watch 


aits to-night in the cell o£ Patrick 
Eugene John Prendergast, tile mur- 
derer of Carter Henry Harrison. He 
must die on the (fallows 
Twelve rep- 


resentative citizens ot Chicago adjudged 
aim responsible to the law for his cold- 
blooded, cowardly deed the night of 
October 88. The verdict was agreed 
upon after the jury had deliberated a 
little over an hour 
Prendergast 


'crossed" himself, but uttered no 
word. 


The morning of the last day of the 


trial •« as allotted to Alfred S. Trude, 
who pleaded eloquently for justice and 
argued concisely to convince the twelve 
men before him that the miserable 
wretch knew he was committing a 
crime when he took tho life of the law- 
yer's friend

structions to the jury, lengthy, but ex- 
plicit, providing for every contingency 
or doubt which might arise in the 
minds of those who were Prengergast's 
judges The texts of all vcidicts for 
and against the prisoner which could 
be rendered in his case v,eie guen to 
the twelve peers, and they i etii'ed at 
1-25 p. m to consider which one they 
should return, according to the law 
and the evidence 
Prendergast 
sat 


sullen and silent through this last 
scene but one in the trial 
He was 


hemmed in by officers of the law, who 
had no sympathy for him, and farthei 
away sat well-dressed men and women 
who came to hear the eloquent Trude 
The contempt for the ugly-faced as- 
sassin may have been tempered with a 
little pity, but their hearts were 
steeled to receive a verdict of g-iulty 
and death. While the judge was read- 
ing his carefully prepared instructions 
the prisoner's face betrayed the keen- 
est anxiety. Hisopen mouth twitched 
nervously, and he turned his misshapen 
head at every sound coming from the 
entrance to the crowded court room 
after the jury had retired. He was

After awhile he was taken 


back to his cell

The silence only broken- b" J 
quiet conversation gave place to light- 
hearted talk in every part of the 
courtroom. The oppressive presence 
of the prisoner no longer served to re- 
mind them of death and the ghastly 
gallows. The lawyers and reporters 
ngaged in an off-handed argument 
n various topics and famous murder 
trials. Bursts of laughter came from 
he group at intervals, and even-the 
ttorneys, who had worked hard 
.gainst great odds to save their miser- 
able client from a murdei-er's fate, 
oined in the diversion 
Four years ago there v> as a similar 
cene enacted in the same dingy court 
oom while anxious men and women 
were waiting to hear the vervict of the 
Croain murder jury. The Harrison 
amily was represented by Preston 
larrison, son of the murdered man. 
{either 
Prendergast's mother or 


wother were in the court loom during 
he closing scene. Nobody was c%- 
lecting the return of the jury lov a few 
lours. 
Suddenly at a:2B o'clock, in the midst 


of general conversation and laughtei, 
came a bailiff's shrill voice calling 


"Take seats now, gentlemen " 
The meaning of the ordei v as well 


understood. It had the effect of an 
electric shock 
"That means gxiilty 


sure," "It's, a hanging,' were the 
•words which passed from mouth to 
mouth. Every eye was turned towards 
she door and the buzz of eicitement 
and conversation died away 
Instead 


a solemn stillness pervaded the cham- 
ber. 
Prom the door came a procession 


of stern-faced men. Judge Brentano 
led the way, followed by the jury and 
bailiffs.

There was a shifting of men at the 


reporters' table next to Prendergast's 
teat by order of the court 


Walking with guards in front of him 


and guards behind him, Prendergast 
advanced slowly to his seat 
Jail 


Clerk Ben Price, who accompanied the 
asasassin, urged him to "Brace np and 
keep your month shift" Prendergast 
obeyed the latter injunction 
only. 


His bravado and vanity had fled. The 
mask bad been torn from his face by 
tsar of an adverse verdict and he 
ctood before court and jury natural— 
B cowering coward afraid to hear his 
doom pronounced 


The countenance of every juroi was 


•phynz-like. 
No sign of hope for 


Prendergast could be detected there. 
Be dropped into bis seat against the 
trail and the guards stood over him. 
His protruding lower jaw became 
limp, so that his lips hung wide apart 
In an imbecile fashion. 
A pallor 


spread over his face, and he stared va- 
cantly in front of him. He sat thm 
friendless and execrated. 


The silence was impressively intense, 


It was broken by the voice of Judge 
Brentono saying: 


"Have you agreed upon a verdict, 


gentlemen?" 


"W« have, your honor," replied Fore- 


man 3. Sutter, handing tbe fatal docu- 
ment to the judge, who transmitted it 
to the detleoJFfcrt 
offlSer. 


We, tbe "Jury, find the defendant, Patrick En- 


gene Prenderg&st, guilty ot murder in mannH 
and form as charged in the Indictment, and tn 
fix his punishment st death. 


When the clerk uttered th*. word 


"death," Prendergast made Ore Cath- 
olic sign of the cross over his breast 
with his right hand. His demeanor 
was abject and pitiful. He looked in- 
deed a miserable wretch in human 
form. Not a word escaped his lips. 
The effect of the death verdict kept 
the spectators silent. No one rose to 
go Quickly the guards took hold ot 
the tiembling prisoner, and were hur- 
ring him back to jail when the voice 
of the judge was heard again. 


'Bring the prisoner back!" he com- 


manded, and the condemned creature 
was led back to his seat. The formal- 
ity of ' 'polling the jury" had not been 
complied with. It was soon over, each 
juror answering "Yes" to the question 
"Was and is this now your verdict?" 


Prendergast did not sit down the 


second time. He stood pale and ter- 
ror-stricken close to his chair, stretch- 
ing1 his hand for support against the 
wall, while a guard held the other arm. 


After tha removal of the guilty 


wretch Attorney Wade entered the for- 
mal motion for a new trial, which will 
be argued next week. Than the satis- 
fied crowd quietly dispersed 


Preston Harrison was the first to ap- 


proach Mr. Trude and thank him 
earnestly for his able services and per- 
sonal interest in meting out justice to 
the murderer of his father. His remarks 
were free from exultant feeling 
He 


believed that justice only had been 
done 


Prendergrast created no scene when 


he was returned to his cell, and the 
verdict was kept from his fellow-pris- 
oners as long as possible. They soon ) 
received word through visitors, how- 
ever, and Jailer Morris removed the 
condemned man to-night to "Murder- 
er's Row," his cell being next to that 
of George Painter, who has been given 
a respite by Gov. Altgeld until Janu- 
ary 12. Prendergast sent word that he 
would not see any visitors, newspaper 
men especially. 


Shortly after -Preudergast arrived at 


the jail he was called on by his brother 
.Tolin The meeting- between the broth- 
ers was painful. They shook hands 
silently, and neither spoke for several 
minutes. 
Then John said: 
"Don't 


lose hope, 'Gene; we'll do all we can 
for you " The assassin bowed his 
head, but made no reply. Later he 
talked quietly to his brother for some 
time 


During the 
evening Messrs. Mc- 


Goorty, Essex and Herron called upon 
their client and talked to him in a 
manner calculated to cheer him up, 
but their efforts did not appear to 
have the desired effect. The awful- 
ness of his sentence seemed to have 
cowed the assassin and to have broken 
ins spirit He refused to see news- 
paper reporters. 


From the evening of October 38, 


whenPrenderfrast fired the fatal shots 
which murdered the city's chief exec- 
utive, until tho end of his trial yester- 
day, one of the most prominent and 
powerful motives which has seemed to 
actuate him has been abject fear that

FRAUDULENT iuC*¥GAGE8. 


A Swindling Schema by Which Thou- 


sands Have Been BealiiaO. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 29 —The grand jury 


has about concluded its_ investigation 
into the giving of fraudlcnt mortgages 
to the Old Men's and Widows' homes, 
by which the treasuries of these insti- 
tutions have been swindled out of thou- 
sands of dollars. It is said that six 
persons have been indicted, among 
whom are some of the most prom- 
inent m the city. It appears that 
George N Leio;hton, now in Chicago, 
was the arch-schemer of the crowd. 
Assisted by ex- District Attorney Bur- 
net, « hich assistance Burnet claims to 
ha\e been perfectly legitimate, and 
seveial others, he is credited with hav- 
ing hwindlpd various institutions out 
of a total of $60,000. It is understood 
that steps will be immediately taken 
to compel the appearance of Lelfrhton 
and Burnet in court. The men indi- 
cated are said to be Will A Thompson, 
George N. Leighton, W. 3 Burnet, J.

James Host, all charged with obtain- 
ing money under false pretences.

David Brett, who bad bsen a resident 


ofMaeon county for nearly 60 yean, 
passed away in death at 9 o'clock last 
night at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
John Christie, two and one-halt miles 
northeast ot Daoator, caused by a com- 
plication of diMasea, Mr. Brett was one 
of the pioneer farmers ot Maoon county, 
and a man ot sterling integrity. 
Nearly 


all ot his lite Mr. Brett had been a farmer 
and stock-raiser, and he prospered, 
Politically he was a Republican, and bad 
Men elected to school district offices by 
his neighbors. 


The deceased was born in Prince 


William county, Virgin]*, Deo. 21, 1817, 
in which state bis father Richard A. 
Brett, who was of English descent, wss 
born. David was one of a family of 15 
children. Now there are bnt two living. 
They are Penelope, wife ot Frank Mont- 
gomery, of Deoatar, and Alexander H. 
Brett, ot Kansas. Mr. Brett secured a 
good common school education in Vir- 
ginia, and in 1835, became west overland, 
making the long journey by team. He 
located in Deoatar township, ooonoying 
leased land for two years. In 1837 he 
moved to Hickory Point township, taking 
a olaim entered by his father, who bought 
it at the government price ot $1 25 yei 
acre. 
It wan a quarter section, lie 


remained there until 1848, when he took 
possession of his own trsat ot 40 acres 
not far away, to which he added 80 acres. 
It is a model farm, one of the best in 
Maoon county. He also owned 40 acres 
in the northern part of Hickory, 80 in 
Maroa township, aud 50 acres in Deoatnr 
township. 


InlS47, Miss Elizabeth P. Wheeler 


became the Tifeof Mr. Brett. She died 
Out. 7, 1854. 
To the couple were born 


Annie M. Brett, Bionard Brett, Frances 
I., wife of John Christie, and David E.

Mr. Brett was a Baptist, and did his

Those business destroyers who framed 


the tariff bill whioh the present adminis- 
tration proposes to pass refuse to listen 
to the verdict given by the people «t th* 
polls in November in Ohio, Iowa, Penn- 
sylvania, New York, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts, whioh waa a clear protest 
against any change ot tbe present tariff 
lew.
